DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. Claims 10-19 are pending with claims 1-9 having been canceled. 

3. The drawing is objected to as containing non-English (German) language. 

4. INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 



Replacement Drawing Sheets 

Drawing changes must be made by presenting replacement sheets which incorporate 
the desired changes and which comply with 37 CFR 1 .84. An explanation of the 
changes made must be presented either in the drawing amendments section, or 
remarks, section of the amendment paper.

5. All submitted prior art as well as the submitted WO and Gennan search reports 
have been considered. 

6. The substitute specification has been accepted. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 10-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are indefinite in that the steps for performing the method are not 
recited (for example, switching off regenerative braking) so as to set forth a complete 
method for coordinating regenerative braking and anti-lock brake control. The last five 
lines of claim 10 are vague and ambiguous. 
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There are no clear antecedent bases in the claims for numerous features and 
terms/phrases such as "the braking demand" of claim 10, line 6; "the instantaneous 
coefficient of friction" of claim 1 0. line 6; "the regenerative braking operation" of claim 
10, penultimate line; "the ABS control mode" of claim 10, last two lines; "the brake 
torque" of claim 12, line 4; "the locking pressure level" of claim 14. lines 2-3; "the brake 
force distribution" of claim 17, line 1 , etc. 

In claims 11,13, 14 "i.e." and "e.g." should be deleted. 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claims 10-19. as best understand, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Fukasawa et al (134). 

See the entire disclosure of Fukasawa et al (134) which discloses a special 
method for coordinating regenerative braking and friction braking following ABS control 
operation as broadly claimed and as best interpretable. See Figs. 1-9 of Fukasawa et al 
(134). 

11. Claims 10-19, as best understand, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Crombez et al (593). 
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See Figs. 1-4 and the entire disclosure of Crombez et al. 

1 2. Note each of the attached patents to Huls et al (344), Reiner (084), Knechtges 
(534), Cikanek (324). Klein et al (264), Schneider (395) and Sasaki et al (770) directed 
to coordinating regenerative braking and ABS control. 

1 3. Crombez et al (075) and Kidston et al (933) disclose methods of brake control 
other than entirely switching off regenerative braking during ABS control as claimed in 
instant claim 10, lines 2-3.
